Tho first iut imation of tho posaibility 
OL" such an infamous traffic going on hero 
camo from San Jose In a short dispatch 
that a white baby had boon found in 
a Chinese brothel ia that city.

proprietress 
oE tho don, on being ques- 


tioned as to how sha camo by tho infant, 
suid she had bought it In Sou Francisco for 
$.;0; that thorn woro plenty more whit* 
babies in San Francisco belonging to Chi- 
nese, who had purchased them from white 
women. Tha dispatch was an eye-opener to 
tho papers here. Reporters ware quickly put 
on tho track to sao if tha woman's statement 
was capable of verification. 


The result of tho investigation discloses 


tho fact that u system of baby-selling to the 
Chinoso had existed in this city for a long 
time, Tho practice was originally inaugu- 
rated through tho medium of private lying- 
in hospitals. Ono of the matrocs of these 
establishments, Mrs. Wilson, living at SJ2 
Sixth street, v.-hon interviewed on tha sub- 
ject, acknowledged tliat she bought and sold 
babies, 
but 
denied 
having 
ever 


>old any to tho Chinoso, A servant for- 
morly in hor employ was questioned on the 
matter, and said Mrs. U'ilson had sold lottt 
of white babies to Chinese because they paid 
hor a bettor price for them than white per- 
sons who wanted to adopt a child. Some- 
times Mrs. Wilson got as high as 175 for a 
baby if it was a cirl. Tho servant recounted 
several instances of Chinamen coming to 
Mrs. Wilson's establishment and selecting a 
baby out of 
thoso she had for salo. 


Just boforo leaving hor placo a China- 
man camo and said ho wanted a blonde

Bo- 
foro allowing tho babies to depart, sho would 
jivo them a big dose ot paregoric, so as to 
send them to sleep and koop them quiot in 
cho Chinaman's urms on his way to China- 
town. Tin's establishment IB only one o£ sev- 
eral others of a similar kind that exist here, 
ill engaged in tha sauio hideous traffic.
